it well,that any meddle with his wve.and arrogate that 
to himſelf, which is the Kings ri be : od is juftly offended, 
when men preſame to affume to themſelves that power , which is 
proper and'peculiar to God alone, If any will'take uponhimto 
coyne money, by counterfeting the Kings ſtampe and-name: his aQt 
is treaſon : how then ſhall they eſcape, if to coyne what 
time they pleaſe for Gods folemne worſhip , though they ſer the 
counterfeit ftampe of God upon it. Nowthe Sabbath, day is of the 
Lords owne making and ſtamping , and therefore called rhe Lords 
day. 

A third reaſon , why it is not left in mans power to inftitute the 
folemne day of Gods worſhip, his Sabbath day , orto appoint him 
what proportion of time they pleale, is , becauſe an indefinite time 
mnſteirher bind to all moments of rime, as a debr,when the day of 
payrtient is not expreſly dated, is liable to payment every moment; 
or els it binds to no time at all. For if the Law of God bind us 
not to an expreſſe determinate time , orday, confecrate to his ſer- 
vice: then the notallowing ofhim a ſertime, or day, is no finne at 
all. For what Gods Law commaunds not, therein man is not 
bound. And where no Law is of a ſet time or day, there is no 
tranſpreſfion; if a ſetrime , or day be not obſerved. Soas, by this 
reaſon , if the Law of the fourth Commandement preſcribe no ſer 
ſacred time, or day for Reft and fanQificarion, it is a meerenullity.

B. Itstrue, And I cannot but ſmile,whenT thinke of it, That 
they, which make no bones even in open Courtto vilifie the prime 
pillars of thoſe Churches , yea and to nullify the Churches them- 
ſelves, as if they were no true Churches, as having no lawfull Mini- 
ſters, becauſe no Prelates to putthem in orders : ſhould notwith- 
Randing daigne to grace them ſo much , asto callthem'in, and to 
, account them competent witneſſes inthe cauſe, But a bad cauſe is 
glad of any Patron, or Advyocateto plead for it, though the Client 
have openly ſtigmatized him for a Raſcall. But what ſtead will the 
Reformed Divines ſtand bim in? Certainly in the point of Sports 
and Recreations they will utterly faile him , yea and diſclame him 
roo. In the point of the Inſtitugon of the Lords day, indeed, and
